THE SILVERITES’ SCHEME. 


W h y Ex-Governor Ecies Wants 


Free Silver 
Rich Landlords 


Could 
Then 
Make 


Big Profits. 


Ex Gov ernor Hormo Boies of Iowa i« 
frank* r than his follow silv i rites, who 
pretend that their 50 cent dollar scheme 
would benefit the working clashes. In a 
recent interv iew he say.« : 
“ I hav e myself in this state two 
farms, paid for largely with money I 
hav e earned a* a lawyer. One is a farm 
of 2,500 acres of land, and the other 
contains 1,000 acres. With the present 
price of labor and the present price paid 
for farm products, no man in the world 
could take either of these farms, ev en if 
1 should present him with the ground, 
and make a dollar out of it. I mean, of 
course, that he could not equip the farm 
and pay interest on the money inv ested 
in the equipment and wages for labor 
out of the income he would get by sell­ 
ing the products. A farmer who works 
himself and is assisted by the labor <rf 
sons and daughters could make a small 
farm pay. 
But no farm is profitable 
when conducted on the basis of a manu­ 
facturing business. Cheap and abundant 
money is the only remedy for this intol­ 
erable state of things. ” 
This is a candid admission that he 
thinks that wages art' now too high, and 
that in some way free silv er will giv e 
the farmers cheaper labor. 
The mere 
fact of an increase in the price of farm 
products wouhI not make farming pr<tfit- 
able, if. as is claimed by most of the 10 
to 1 leaders, wages would be doubled 
along with doubled prices of ev erything 
the farm; r buys. Mr. Boies cl* arly ex­ 
pects that the result of “ cheap and 
abundant money’’ will be the practical 
reduction of the price paid for farm la­ 
bor. 
This would no doubt he a v ery 
good thing fora rich man with 8,500 
acres of land. 
But what docs the poor 
laborer think of the scheme? Are the 
American people ready to v ote for a 
debased currency which will reduce the 
wages of the workers? 
Next in importance to the confession 
that free silv er would cut down wages 
is the admission that “ a farmer who 
works himself can make a small farm 
pay.” W hat kind of farmers does Mr. 
Boies expect to see prosper? Men who 
hav e bought up big tracts of land which 
they hold out of use in the expectation 
of selling it at a high price, and in the 
meantime art' working it with hired la­ 
bor? That is not the kind of farmers 
which Americans wish to sec thriv e. 
The man who owns and works his own 
laud is the ideal farmer of this country. 
The big estate with its “ gangs” of hired 
men may do while new territories are 
being opened up, but the welfare of the 
republic depends on the men who culti­ 
v ate the soil owning the land they till. 
If ox-Gov eruor Boies thinks himself en­ 
titled to an income from his land with­ 
out working it himself, he is v ery much 
mistaken. No farmer should prosper who 
simply “ owns land” and expects to 
make a profit out of other men’s labor. 
That under free silv er a few men could 
use cheap money to speculate in land 
and get rich out of the toil of the under­ 
paid laborers is the v ery best of reasons 
why the masses should v ote against it. 
Ex-Gov ernor Boies admits that the 
farmer who works can make his farm 
pay. 
But in another part of the same 
interv iew he says that farms bought 20 
or 25 years ago cannot be made to pay 
interest on their cost. 
This is a strong 
argument against cheap money, for it 
was the greenback inflation of the war 
period which put the prices of land so 
higli that the men who bought farms 
hav e been struggling ev er since to pay 
for them. 
The heav y mortgages, with 
high interest rates, which are crushing 
so many farmers, hav e their origin in 
1 he high speculativ e price of land caused 
by Hi < h up mm: y craze of the last 
g uier: te-n. Free coinage would repc at 
the ev ils brought about by the ov eris­ 
s u e s of greenba. ]>:••, and wlTi not help­ 
ing tb pr* st at .-.wiii i s of Units would 
benefit spoon ini« • mi male* it harder 
for the millions of !. r.dh a end home­ 
less men t* get a piece of burn on w hich 
to make a 1 s mg. 
Mr. B oies is ev idently a sincere man 
and is adv ocating free silv er with the 
idea that it will help men, like himself, 
who own big tracts of land. But as the 
only results of that policy would lie the 
repudiation of debts, the reduction of 
wages and the enrichment of the men 
who speculate in land but do not work 
themselv es, he is not a safe guide for 
holiest citizens.

A C i t y o n V a nc o u v e r I - l nnd W h e r e W o m e n 
A r e a t a P r e m i u m . 
There is a city in the western part of 
Canada, close to the Pacific ocean, 
which is named by all who v isit it the 
most desolate snot upon tin1 face of the 
earth. 
Its climate is good, its natural 
resources excellent, its houses fair, its 
streets well pav ed, y- t within this town 
there is an air of forlorn dejection that 
strikes the most can less trav eler that 
comes within it« boundary. 
It is on Vancouv er island— a sweet, 
fair sjstt. 
And the desolation is caused 
by one thing—cue only—the lack of 
women and girls. 
This partieular town is scarcer of the 
product than others id 
its locality. 
There are many towns upon the island, 
but this one lacks women so sadly that 
in a recent census of the place it was 
found nearly 8,000 short. This number 
included a count of serv ing women, 
women to do the work of the house, 
cook and wash and iron. It also included 
working girls and women who are not 
expected to marry. 
And, of course, it 
took in the queens of the city, the fair 
matrons of the homes and the mistresses 
of the pretty establishments. 
Today the doorsteps of these houses 
yawn v acantly and the v ines fluttering 
ov er the portals seem to say, “ She comes 
not yet. ’ ’ 
The greatest bargain salt* of wiv es 
ev er known took place upon a recently 
opened domain a few years ago. 
A 
frantic call was sent to the cities for 100 
women. And poor girls, out of fun and 
curiosity and willingness to hav e a 
home, went out there. 
The men met 
them at the station. 
The girls looked 
them ov er shyly. 
By ev ening all the 
girls had found hoarding places in the 
wooden shanties of the “ town. ” And 
by Sunday the parson was kept busy ty­ 
ing the nuptial knots. 
The prettiest 
girls and the richest ones got the 
wealthiest men. A girl with $50 was an 
heiress and a man with $100 a prince. 
The plain girls took up with poor f<T 
lows, with hopes and chances, it was a 
quick, natural selection. 
One v ery handsome fellow, 
with 
blond curls, got a v ery pretty girl, 
though neither had a cent 
It was a case 
of bt auty. The rude courtship was car­ 
ried on m thr three ev enings between 
the time the girls arriv ed and Sunday, 
and within a week thero were nearly 
100 small wooden houses going up in 
the town. 
There is no name for this peculiar 
state of society where women are want­ 
ed to make homes and where money is 
laid down for them and paid to them to 
queen it ov er a home. A glaring head­ 
line in an English paper once called it 
“ The Barter of W diiii'ii In America. ” 
But among those who see the satisfac­ 
tory after workings it is merely the 
good natured consent of the girls to ad­ 
just themselv es to their country, which 
is yet new enough not to 1 
m* as ev enly 
distributed as it will be when the twen­ 
ty-first century man and woman come 
in.—St. Louis Glebe-Democrat. 


E lectricity mid V egetation. 
As there are a great many references 
in our scientific exchanges of late to 
the influence of electricity on germinat­ 
ing seeds and growing plants we will 
state that such experiments are not 
new. Researches in that line were car­ 
ried on away back in the fifties. In 1858 
H. F. Baxter of Scotland wrote as bil­ 
lows in The British Botanical Rev iew: 
“ As it may be considered a law in 
v egetable physiology that all plants 
hav e a tendency during the germination 
of their seeds to dev elop in two diamet­ 
rically opposite directions, the root and 
the stem, the question arose, 
Might 
not this direction be influenced or coun­ 
teracted by submitting the germinating 
seeds to a current of electricity? Accord­ 
ingly, a series of experiments were un­ 
dertaken which were carried out with 
elaboration of detail. 
After months of 
pate nt experimenting 1 feel justified in 
announcing that no definite conclusions 
were drawn from them as to tin* rela­ 
tiv e effect of the electricity, although 
each series of experiments was v aried 
and multiplied.” —St. Louis Republic.

western part of Potter county, one of 
the w ildest forest sections At that turn 
1 wa« liv ing at Kane and spent all my 
time m the woods hunting and fishing 
“ (Jen ral Grant usually was aceom 
pained by one or more companion*, but 
this time he came to Kane alone 
It 
was then, prior to leav ing Kane for Os 
wayo creek, that General Grant wrote 
his letter to Secretary of State Fish 
concerning the ttelligereney of Cuba. 
Wo were delayed 24 hour« on account 
of that letter, because General Grant 
spent the whole day in thinking the 
situation ov er The general was glad to 
get tin* subject off his mind for the time 
being, as he remarked to me. Well, 
that settles Cuban matters with me un­ 
til I return from this trout fishing trip ' 
“ 1 had the general’s rod and flic* in 
shape. We got on my old spring wagon 
and started for a farmhouse near Sharon 
Center. 
The roads were rough, and by 
the time we had cov ered the distance of 
3? miles we were tired out, and the old 
horse lay dow n 
It was about 10 o’clock 
at night when we reached John Haber 
Steen’s home in the country 
He had 
been expecting us and assisted in put­ 
ting up the horse and showed us the 
rooms we were to occupy. 
We did not 
go to the trout stream the following 
day ‘Rest is mere desirable than trout.' 
is the way tin* general put it 
"While Hahersf een was not acquaint­ 
ed with Grant prior to our arriv al, he 
was a fast friend of mine, as we had 
gone to school together 
General Grant 
soon made a warm fri**nd of 1 laberst-een. 
“ The first day's fishing along Os 
wayo creek was sure« ssful, and we re­ 
turned with a number of trout 
It was 
a difficult place to reach, and the coun 
try simply abounded with wild game 
The general was fond of seeing deer go 
through the woods and was not a bit 
afraid of bears. 
“ General Grant was an expert fisher­ 
man and could whip a stream with any 
of the pot fishers. 
He would nev er fish 
for trout with bait. 
But if it so hap 
poned that lie had lost all his flies, he 
would put on whatev er he could find 
and continue to whip tin* stream 
The 
two of us in fiv e days’ fishing caught 
712 trout, all good sized ones. 
We ate 
some of them, and tin* rest were packed 
in ice t<» be sent to friends. 
“ I shall nev er forget our return from 
Sharon Center to Kane. We had ev ery­ 
thing on tlie spring wagon, including 
the iced trout. 
After trav eling about 
four miles we passed through an excep­ 
tionally heav y woodland, and when we 
were about 200 yards from the woods 
two bears made their appearance. They 
trotted along after us at a gait that 
showed us that they were gaining on 
the horse. 
They ev idently had scented 
the fish and were wishing for a good 
meal. 
“ We did not feel much afraid until 
we came to discov er that our guns and 
rev olv ers wore left behind at Haber- 
Steen’s house. 
The hoars were gradual 
ly gaining on us, and it was time to be 
thinking about doing something 
“ ‘ W hat’s to be done in a case of this 
kind?” queried the general. 
“ ‘The only thing 1 know of is to 
driv e so fast that they can’t catch up,’ 
1 replied. 
But the faster we drov e the 
more rapidly tin* bears ran. 
” 'I know how to got away from

“ We concluded that the old hor« e 
would hav e to hurry. The whip was ap 
plied We 1 ost the bears, and m the v il 
la go r* luted tie* story of the hears fol 
lowing us to sev eral farmers, who got 
guns and started after them 
“ Do you know what those confounded 
bears wen* doing when they found 
them? They stop]Kid at the end of the 
tiout trail and for a distance of a mile 
and a half back had eaten nearly all 
the trout. 
They ev idently wanted 
b i g ­ 
ger g am e, and when they saw they 
could not got it they were content to oat 
trout. 
The bears were ov ertaken and 
killed. 
“ At the v illage we looked to see how 
many trout we hud left. To our surprise 
wo had only 250 out of the 700. ” —New 
York Press.
